7.25 per barrel . The same flour can 

jw be bought for $6.00@6.50. 

The lower prices are due to th. 
slump in wheat. But It is obvious 
that though wheat can fluctuate vio- 
lently, flour is maintained at Headier 
prices. 

May 10 wheat sold at 11.85 per 
bushel. The price now is about 
$1.10, showing a decline of 40 per 
cent. Flour, on the other hand, has 
only declined about k'J per cent. 
This Is explainable in the fact that 
millers hold a goodly supply of wheat 
on hand at all times. So when wheat 
advances, as it did recently, 75 cents 
a bushel, millers have plenty of wheat 
on hand at lower prices to turn into 
flour. 

Competition is so keen that they 
cannot afford to raise their prices in 
proportion as when wheat rises, but 
when their stock of wheat is ground 
up and they are forced into the mar- 
ket to replace it at higher prices they 
have to advance flour or make an as- 
signment. And when wheat declines 
suddenly 40 per cent, they cannot 
low it with proportionately lower 
prices for flour because their wheat

P08T OFFICE AT CAVITE. 

The Question of its Establish 
ment is Under Consideration. 



Washington, June 8.— The estab- 
lishment of a United States Postoflice 
atCavite, Philippine Islands, is under 
consideration by the Administrat 
All the mail matter of the officers aud 
men ou board the ships of Admiral 
Dewey's squadron is being sent to the 
United States Consul at Hong Kong, 
whence it is forwarded to Cavite. 
The mail has been heavy, and Consul 
General Wildman, finding that he 
could not handle it satisfactorily and 
anticipating a great increase in its 
volume after the army forces reach 
the Phtlipninea, asked the State De- 
partment for assistance. The Navy 
Department was informed of the dif- 
ficulty, and has sent an official com- 
munication to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment asking that a postal cleik be de- 
tailed for set vice in the consulate. If 
this method of handling the mail 
proves inadequate, a postofflce, such 
as those to be provided with the mili- 
tary forces in Cuba and Parto Rico, 
will be established at Cavite.

I have gained 
over twenty pounds and am nearly as 
rong as I ever was in my life. In 
fact I hardly believe you would recog- 
nize me as the man you called on on 
Monday night, the 7th of last March. 
We are very pleassnlly situated out 
here and have made some good 
friends. We have rooms iu a house 
out at the foot of the Mesa with such 
clever, nice poople, and do light house- 
keeping. Really you can't afford to 
do auy other kind but light out here, 
as everything is so high. Vegetables 
and fruits are all sold by the pound. 
There are a great many Kentuokians 
here and they all have done well. 
Two of the leading lawyera are Ken- 
tnokians. Horton Moore, who was 
raised near Flat Rock. Bourbon coun- 
ty, and Nelll B. Field, formerly of 
Louisville, both of whom came I

We are pretty well surrounded with 
Indians out here — the Pecos tribe on 
the not th, the Apaches ou the we« 
the Pueblos on the south and the Ni 
vajoa on the east. Thero is not a thlug 
in any talk about au Indian oui break 
while the regular toldiers are at wai 
for they arc all going rigl.t along at 
tending to their own business. While 
the population out here is greatly 
mixed, I must say that I never bsw a 
more patriotic lot of people In my 
life. 

I do hope that you are still mend- 
ing and that this won't give you a re- 
lapse. My wife is quite well and 
joins me in regards to your whole 
family. Remember us to all 0111 
friends and write when you can. In 
case you hear of any one coming out 
here be sure and tell them to come by 
way ot the Illinois Central railroad 
and the Southern Pacific, and so 
many people lose their lives trying to 
come over Raton Pass, aud then the 
Southern route is boit for other rea- 
sons. The assent is gradual anfl does' 
not >-tart one to bleeding like Rati 
Pass does. The Illinois Central runs 
the finest trains out of Louisville, aud 
on their trains you need no guidi 
book, as the train officials take th* 
greatestjrpleaeure in pointing out 
places of interest; in fact they treat 
you more as a guest than a passen- 
ger. The same can be said of the 
Southern Pacific and its celebrated 
sunset limited train. Roads like these 
make traveling a pleasure father than 
a hardship. I will take great plea* 
lire in giving any one who is think- 
ing of coming out here all the infor- 
mation I can. I eijoy your paper 
every week and always look forward

Utter From Dillard Hadden to His 
Fattier. 

Chlckamauga Park, Chattanooga, 
Ga.— Kentucky Boys, 2nd Regiment, 
Company C : — While we are in camp 
and not ou duty now, mv thoughts 
are turned to old Kentucky and the 
loved ones that are busily following 
their vocations of life. 

We had a very delightful trip from 
Lexington. On our way here, 
every town, ttie depot was crowdod 
with patriotic men *nd women. The 
girls gave us flowers aud boxes o 
nice things to cheer and encourage Hi 
boys to defend the honor and prin- 
ciples of our country. We went Into 
mp about 11 o'clock the next day 
after we led Lexington and that uight 
did not have the pleasure ot passing 
our night's slumber in our tents, but 
had our camp fires and slept in our 
ikets on nuked ground. It was 
one of the grandest sights I ever wit- 
nessed, to see all the camp fires and 
he band* play. There were 
forty-five thousand troops al- 
ready there to cheer the Kentucky 
boys. The Kentucky boys are looked 
upon as the brave soldiers. The next 
day we got our tents up and at pres- 
ent are enjoying soldier life in reality 
except the fighting. 

We have our hard-tack, middling 
and coflee three times a day and it 
goes hard with some of the boys, but 
bravery overcomes that and t ie> 
look and hope for the time to come so 
that they may cross swords with the 
Spaniards. You cannot imagine how 
beautiful Ch>ok»rmuga Park looks at 
this time . You have all read of the 
battles fought hero and of Lookout 
Mountain as It stares you in the face 
with its grandeur and lofty peaks of 
rook. The whole park, which con- 
tains about 1200 acres, is decorated 
with monuments of our brave coun- 
trymen, and is full of iron signs 
which show the position of the armies 
when the great battle was fought 

here the brave warriors fell, 
reminds me of the history 1 studied 
la school-days, picturing the reality 
of my study of those days. The can- 
nons that were used in the battle hold 
the same positions they occupied dur- 
ing that great conflict. 

Troops are coming aud going all the 
time, aud our hearts go out 
pathy to our fellowman who is being 
oppressed aud down-trodeu by a cru- 
el people; and with love for them we 
go forward to our duty as representa- 
tives of a God-fearing poople to lay 
down our lives upon the battle field 
to help free our fellowman aud make 
him an ludependeut aud God-loving 
oreature. 

At night before the call to retire to 
our humble, home-like tent', as they 

ust be while in service, is a grand 
sight to behold, and to add to it the 
bands cheer us up with their sweet 
melodies as they float in tiie air over 
our camp, and the camp fires bum to 
the glory and independence of our 
native land .

Sheriff Henry Jonea received from 
Auditor Stone on Friday the amount 
ot taxable properly of Montgomery 
county as it was passed on bv the 
State Board of Equalization. He at 
once filed his bond with County 
Judge A . A. llazelrigg for the collec- 
tion of the county levy and is now 
ready to receive taxes for the year 
. The wholo amount of property 
assessed as returned by the State 
Board of Equalization is 14,613,986. 
The amount returned by the assessor 
$4,479,830. The amount is dis- 
tributed as follows :

For the benefit of the farmers of 
Kentucky and others interested, a 
brief review of the condition ef the 
wheat crop in the principal wheat- 
growing States is presented. 

In the Statea of Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan and Illinois every indica- 
tion points to a full crou ou an aver- 
age acreage. No damage whatever is 
reported in these Statea with the ex- 
ception of injury f mm local wind and 
rain atorms in the State of Illinois. 
In Iowa the crop of winter wheat has 
attained a very rank growth, and ap- 
prehension that tho crop will fall or 
badly lodge ia felt. The rainfall has 
been excessive, and «h» crop suffered 
from overflow and storms and is in 
danger of being attacked by rust. 
The spring wheat crop of Iowa is 
very promising at this atage. 

In Nebraska, Kansaa and Missouri 
the crop is very rank in growth and 
promises a full yield. The presence 
of chinch bugs is noted in these States, 
but no damage has so far resulted. 
Spring wheat in Nebraska starts with 
indieationa favorable for a large yield 
aud the acreage is largely increased. 

In Kentucky the crop haa improved 
over the excellent condition shown on 
May 1st and now shows an average 
condition for the State of 104, a gain 
of three points during May. On June 
1, 1897, the condition was 93; 011 
June 1, 1896, 'he condition waa 61. 

The central sectiou continues to 
show the highest average condition, 
108, as against 105 on May 1st. Cor- 
respondents report the crop unusually 
fine, hoada good length and well filled. 
In a number of counties lying north 
of a line drawn from Franklin county 
to Rowan county the rainfall has been 
deficient during May, and in these 
counties the crop is beginning to show 
the effects of drouth. An early har- 
vest is indicated. 

In the Weft.»rn section the condi- 
tion averages 102, a gain of one point 
ig May. Here the rainfall haa 
been excessive throughout May, and 
reports of rust on bladea and damage 
otherwise from excesaive moisture 
not infrequent. In Christian 
county the crop is reported "badly 
rusted ." Some fly is noted in Larue 
county.

average of 1897. While this i* true 
probably of this date, it is reasonable 
to suppose that should the present 
unfavorable conditions be succeeded 
bv seasonable rains that the acreage 
will be largely increased above the 
estimates given. 

In those counties where planting 
has been practically completed the 
condition of the newlv set tobacco is 
very unsatisfactory. Absence of moist- 
ure aud effects of the hot aunahine hat 
caused plants to turn yellow and 
and much of it to die. Cut-worms, 
while doing very little damage to 
corn, are reported unusually dealruct 
ive to tobacco plants, and with these 
disadvantages it is feared that a poor 
stand will be obtained, 
couutiee that have so far failed to re- 
ceive a season the plants are becom- 
ing overgrown and are yellowing in 
the bedp. The situation is therefore 
becoming critical, and unless season- 
able rains come soon the acreage will 
be sharply curtailed. 

MEADOWS, PASTURES AND LIVE STOCK. 

Meadows aud pastures have greatly 
improved during May. Clover mead- 
ows are especially luxuriant and a 
fine yield of hay is assured. Improve- 
ment in pastures haa resulted in a 
corresponding improvement in live 
stock, which ia now in excellent 
dition. Some loss of horsoa is report- 
ed from Elliott 
ticulavs as to symptoms er 
ing given. 



The condition of the corn crop for 
e State averages 92 . On June 1, 
1897, the condltiou was 82, and June 
1, 1896, the condition was 93. The 
stand was generally good, and where 
on has been favorable has 
iff nicely. The crop, how- 
i had to contend with excese- 
sture in Wettern section. 
Planting was hardly completed with 
the close of the month and the crop is 
generally in a backward state. 

In the Central section more favor- 
able conditions have prevailed, with a 
corresponding improvement in condi- 
tion. In the northern counties of this 
section, whore the rainfall has been 
deficient, the crop is in the clods. 

Ia the Southeastern section favor- 
able conditions have prevailed, and 
while the crop was late lu planting the 
stand was excellent, and the growth 
and improvement has been steady. 

OATS. 

The condition of the oate crop 
shows an Improvement during May. 
The improvement applies mainly to 
•ly-sowu oats. That part of the 
crop which waa sown late 
promising. The condition for the 
State averagea 91. 



The size of the wool clip as o 
pared with the clip of 1897 is 91. The 
average weight per fleece is estimated 
at 4 pounds. It is gratifying to note 
the substantial improvement in the 
price ef wool during the pat-t 
years.

The month of May has developed 
aome changes in the fruit conditions. 
Applet-, which on May 1st showed a 
condition of 81, as compared 
average years, have fallen to 65 per 
ceni. of an average crop. Peachee 
have improved from 37 per cent, on 
May 1st to 58 per cent, on June 1st. 
Pears also have increased from 43 to 
57 per cent, of an average crop, while 
grapes show the same condition as on 
May 1st, 84 per cent, of an average 
crop. 

Apples have dropped badly, and of 
the early varieties there is but a very 
small per cent. left.

TOBACCO. 

Tobacco plants have been very 
plentiful, and the figures on acreage 
bear out to some extent the early in- 
dications of a largely lnoreased acre- 
age. Especially is this true of the 
Western section, where several coun- 
ties report the acreage 200 per cent., 
as compared with the acreage of 1897. 
Correspondents in the counties of 
Owen, Henry, Pendleton and Bobert-

His 
dispatch does not say^whether the 
city has yielded to Admiral Dew- 
ej or to the Insurgent Chieftian 
Aguinaldo, who has been acting 
in concert wfth Dewey from the 
land side, and who of late has 
.beer, pressing the Spaniards very 
dose. The strong probability is 
that the city has surrendered to 
Admiral Dewey as there would be 
better assurances that order would 
be preserved and life and property 
protected by the Americans than 
by the half civilized Insurgents. 

It seems that the fleet has at 
last sailed for Santiago de Cuba 
with an army of 17,000 men 
aboard. The reported strength 
as allowed t,o be given out by the 
Press Censor at Tampa says there 
-are in the sedition twenty regi- 
ments of regular infantry and two 
volunteer regiments, 3,000 caval- 
ry, 300 -light artillerymen, 200 
livuvy artillerymen, 200 engi- 
neers and a hospital corps of 300. 
Mot a single new recruit was taken 
.along with the regulars save those 
a the volunteer regiments. The 
troops will probably be landed 
avcar Santiago by Thursday.

The British steamer Twichen- 
ham loaded with 3,200 tons of coal 
which has been for some time try- 
ing to get her cargo to the Spanish 
fleet was captured by the St. Lou- 
iff Morant Point, Jamaica, last 
' Friday night. The steamer tried 
to run away, but a solid shot soon 
stopped the vessel. She had on 
board a Spanish officer who was 
so frightened at the approach of 
the American vessel that he threw 
his commission and papers over- 
board and disguised himself as a 
fireman in woman's clothes and 
overalls. He was made a prisoner 
of war and the vessel sent to Key 
West as a prize. 

The Spanish gunboat Temerario 
which has been taking refuge in 
Paraguayan waters has been given 
by the government of Paraguay 
twenty-four hours in which to get 
out or to disarm. The disinclina- 
tion of the Spaniard to get out of 
his hole may be based upon a 
shrewd guess that Uncle Sam has 
a ship or two down that way look- 
ing to make his acquaintance. 

If instructions have been carried 
out, and it is believed at Wash- 
ington that they have been, the 
flag of the United States is now 
floating over the Ladrone Islands, 
in the Pacific ocean, heretofore 
numbered among Spanish colonial 
possessions.

M king it Necessary to Take 
a Bath Afterward. 

Some people take t . olives, caviare, 
and complicated cheese without any 
preliminary training, by a sort of in- 
stinct. Tnov are so very few that 
ihey serve ouly as a hinted proof ot 
the doctriues of heredity and atavi-m. 
The mango of the tropics tails in the 
same class, a fact which Gen. Merrill's 
army of occupation is to discover for 
itself as soon as it begins the soldier's 
soulful investigation of the indigenous 
commissariat ol the Philippine*. 

The mango is of the size ot a large 
apple and something the shape ut a 
pear that has turned a somersault and 
has landed on the item big eud to.

It is 
npossible to bito into It as one would 
.to a pear for two reason*- tue skin 
is too tough aud the stone is lully half 
is large as the whole fruit The ouly 
vay is to nibble off the sklo, tor it is 
i>o juic) to be paied ; gnaw the skin 
if] oue side until a considerable pof 
ion is exposed of the red flash. Then 
mck in the juices aud tne i 
gether until tne *t >ue preseu 
The next feat is to get the t-t-.ne aud 
he other side ol the fruit into the 
mouth while leaving the remainder of 
he skin outside aud clear of ilie mea't 
III thla ungraceful operation 
apeedily learns that the mango belongs 
to the natural order of clingstones. 
The remainder of tile process is to 
eject the stone, which is au uncomfoi- 
-.ably large mouthful. When one has 
eaten ail the nungoea he caves lo take 

one sitting t is necessat) t « Uke i 
bath and change (he clothing in ordei 

gut rid of the superabundance ol 
juice aud pulp which will smear tin 
face aud daub the apparel despitj al 
precautions. 

As to the flavor of the mango, and 
no oue would bother with the ex- 
tremely sloppy fruit if it were not foi 
eal enjoyment ol the flavor, it is pot- 
■ it ile to make a trial trip. Set a large 
cliugttjue poach to soak over night 
in diluted turpentine »ud the nexi 
morning it will satisfactorily suggest 
the first taste of the mango. The 

ack of turpeutine aud resin is 
prominent in the skin, but it is quite 
marked in the juice and pulp. Ait. 
:ultivstiug the taste most people coi 
liaer the mango the finest fruit of li 
ropic, and recognize a dozen var 
sties by the varying etiength of the 
turpentine. But no amount of culti 
vutton of tae tahte will ever avail to 
solve the real trick of the mango, 
that is, to eat it without needing a 
bath afterward. — N. Y. Sun.
